Just because I have been batching it alone for 
a few weeks, when my female relatives show up 
they commence right away to clean house, and 
take all the furniture out doors and run a vacuum 
cleaner until the ‘buzz of it makes me think a 
flock of aeroplanes are flying around, If I don't 
take flight and go down town they would run 
that bloomin’ vacuum cleaner through my_ hair, 
likely, and get all the microbes out, which help 
me so much in thinking out these editor‘als. Dern 
house cleaning, anyhow. No normal man likes it, 
but @ woman delights in it and will lay off of 
everything else any time to turn everything in 
the house upside down and put one thing where 
another used to be, so a fellow can’t find any- 
thing, and his cigar stumps he is saving for emer- 
gencies all disappear.

We 
had no $15 toothpick shoes in those days, and no 
corns, either. We put tallow on our boots at 
night in winter time, and set them by the kitchen 
stove, and next morning if they were froze stiff 
we hopped around on one foot while we kicked 
dents in the baseboard of the kitchen, getting 
those boots on. And they were not the color of 
two percent beer, either, but just plain black. 
There was no such thing as an automobile, and 
when we wanted to go anywhere we walked, and 
got some exercise for our leg muscles, Things 
we ate did not come in t'n cans and appendicitis 
was unheard of. Now half the people are getting 
all sorts of inside works cut out of them, and 
tens of thousands of them are in the hospitals, 
especially the women, whose internal machinery 
won't come any more when it is called. I don't 
know why, but am just stating facts. Over in a 
San Francisco hospital where I have been making 
sundry visits lately there are over a_ thousand 
women who have been chopped up into hamburger 
and had enough pieces of ’em cut out and sawed 
off to make a regiment of new people. if they 


should be stuck together again. Guess I'm a bit 
old fashioned, but, anyhow, [I am all here, am 
not flat-chested or minus any pieces; I am a 
grandfather, but can do a good day's work, and 


pick up 150 pounds and walk away with it, if I do 


not like vacuum cleaners, aeroplanes, speed 
i: maniacs, bakery pie or grub out of tin cans.
